: Ismailia. as friends,” the average 
S$ well as any book, Egyptian will fell you. 
the motor road from 
Cairo to Ismailia 
tells travellers the 
full story of Anglo-Egyptian 
relations from the time 
Lord Kitchener’s armies 
first occupied the Suez 
Cana] Zone. 


Over its 86 dusty miles, 
there are historic —book- 
marks of British-made his- 
tory in Egypt, from the 
reign of the Mahdi to the 
military coup which deposed 
Farouk and put the Revolu- 
tionary Council headed by 
Abdel Gamal Nasser in 
power. 


Leaving Cairo at dawn, 
a motorist might well be 
driving through any Lon- 
don or New York suburb. 
Soon you leave the modern 
city behind and enter the 
rea! Egypt — great rolling 
sand dunes fringed by broad 
strips of fertile land. The 
round runs parallel to the 
Sweet Water Canal built by 
the French to divert the 
Nile waters to the site of 
the canal. 


The rural outskirts are 
alive with shadowy figures 
of the fellaheen going to 
their fields. They are 
wrapped in drab , wool 
burnouses to keep out the 
chill morning air. The de- 
sert mist soon disappears as 
the copper coloured sun 
rises, and from _ every 
minaret a Muzzein calls the 
faithful to the day’s first 
prayers. 


As yet, the traffic on 
this road is one-way as far 
as British troops are con- 
cerned. Ismailia and Cairo 
both are “out of bounds” 
for them. If and when they 
are permitted their week- 
end Jeave again, they can 
expect a hearty welcome 
from most Egyptians.

Mrs Merle Gunsalus, a 
family life specialist of the 
South Dakota state college 
extension service, said that 
parents have within — their 
own resources and personal 
experiences many of the 


facta and understandings 
needed to help their young- 
sters. 


“Remembering how we felt 
nnd reacted to things In our own 
childhood and youth," Mrs 
Gunsalus said, “gives us under- 
standing for the how and why 
of the actions of our children. 


“An honest attempt to see 
things on the child’s level will 
very often give us the different 
slant we need becouse we have 
been giving consideration only 
fromn the adult viewpoint.” 


Mrs Gunsalus said that all 
parents are confronted with 
more-or-less the same problems 
over a period even though they 
will vary in severity and form. 


“This la true,” she said, “be 
cause children are alike in many 
ways although they are separate 
personalities, cach with strong 
individual differences and vary- 
ing needs,” 


However, sho cautloned 
parents to remember that solu-

“France would participate with 
pleasure jn any constructive and 
durable system ‘likely to win 
unanimous approval of ail 
States in the nrea,’? he added. 


FRENCH POLICY 


The spokesman stnossed that 
France's policy in the Middle 
East was opposed to any act 
that threatened to disturb the 
harmony and pence of the 
region, 

He noted that France had 
rectived all assurances that the 
Iraqi-Turkish alliance did not 
threaten the independence of 
Syria or the Lebanon. But since

Tats also commented on 
yesterday's beondeast by Mr 
John Foster Dulles, the Ameri- 
can Secretary of State, saying It 
was “filled with hostile attacks”

Asin Treaty 
wmbraced the territory of Laos, 
Cambodia and So Vietnam 
end had thus shown that 
America was “violating the 
Geneva agreements (on peace in 
Indo-China) which preclude the 
drawing of Cambodia and South

. groups.” ’ 

His speech was an admission 
“that the United States would 
pursue {ts polley of gross inter 
ference in China's internal 
affairs, occupying Formosa andi 
other Chinese islands," Tass de- 
clared.—Reuter.
